THE BRITISH CENTRAL APRICA 
PROTECTORATE, 


ws ae —$— soe: 

The report of Mr. Starpe, the Commissioner. 
of the British Contral Africa Protectorate, for 
tho official year 1901-2, has been published by 
the Foreign Office | Diplomatic and Consular 
Reports, Annual Series, No. 721. Lhe 
description given of the condition of the 
Protectorate is ou the-whole very satisfactory. 
There was, indeed, a decrease in the production 
of coffee, which is the main product ; but-there is 
every prospeot of the current year's proving au 
exceptionally. good one for the ‘planters, who 
have imported frosh and carefully solacted sued 
from datwaica. ‘Tobacco hay inorgased ; it finds 
a ready market in Rhodesia, and there is reason 
to believe that, with suitablo oriltivetion and 
curing, the leaf sould find asceptance at home. 
The soil and climate are both adapted to the 
growth of tobacco, labour is cheap compared 
with other tobucco-growing countries, aod the 
cost of transport to the coast han lately been 
greatly reduced. The export of rubber lus 
docreased, fér the area producing it is smali and 
bas svon bean. exhausted ; the bulk of the rubber. 
now leaving the Protectorate for-Chinde, tha 
port of export, passes through in transit from 
tho territories to the north and west. ‘Ihe total 


ing on the generality of Russian railways, in 
congequonce of the heavy cost of upkuep of 
the Siberian and Chinese Eastern Railways, 
It sooms to, bo boyond doubt that the goods rate 
on the Siberian and Chinese Eastern syatoms will:
